The delivery restriction, ordered 
to conserve fuel during a tempo- 
rary embargo on civilian freight 
shipments by rail in the North- 
eastern States, remained in force 
in Illinois, 16 other states and the 
District of Columbia, except in 
areas where the local fuel situa- 
tion might warrant suspension, it 
was pointed out. 

The restrictions were ordered by 
C. J. Potter, deputy Solid Fuels 
Administrator, who at the same 
time recommended that city offi- 
ciala close schools, theaters, li- 
braries, museums, night clubs, 

* bowling alleys and any other pub- 
lie buildings which could be shut 
without endangering community 
health. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, who 
was in Washington on other busi- 
ness, conferred with Potter and 
telephoned James L, Ford, vice 
chairman of the Citizens’ Wartime 
Fuel Committee here, that the 
SFA directive could be applied “in 
keeping with local needs.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 


today re-established a policy of 
definite invalidation dates for food 
ration atamps, with each series 
good roughly four months. 

As at present, a new series of 
|red stamps for meat and dairy 
| products and blue stamps for 
Spc agnepi food will be validated 
‘each month, Instead of being good 
indefinitely, however, they will ex- 
pire after about 16 weeks. 

Sugar Stamps to Expire. 

The agency also restored its ex- 
piration policy for sugar stamps, 
announcing that coupon No. 34— 
the only one now good—may not 
be used after Feb, 28. 

Sugar stamp No. 35, good for 
five pounds beginning Feb. 1, will 
be valid through June 2. Overlap- 
ping this coupon, a new stamp is 
due to be validated May 1, OPA 
said. 

As previously announced, the 
new sugar stamp will have to last 
three months instead of two and a 
half months as in the past. If 
supplies improve, the latter ration 
period will be restored and the 
overlap time when two stamps 
may be used will be increased to 
one and a half months, OPA said. 
To Avert Sudden Invalidation. 


The new policy is designed to 
avert any additional overnight 
cancellations, such as occurred 
Christmas week when large blocks 
of stamps suddenly were invali- 
dated. This was done, OPA said 
at the time, because food supplies 
were “at the lowest. point since 
the war began.”

Frank Herman, who Is in serious 
condition at Veterans’ Hospital at 
Jefferson Barracks with a cerebral 


hemorrhage, was held in police 
custody for more than 24 hours 
without medical attention because 
a physician at City Hospital diag- 
nosed his condition as acute alco- 
holism, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

At Veterans’ Hospital today, 
Herman told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had not had a drink 
of liquor or beer last Friday, the 
day of his arrest, or any day last 
week.

EISENHOWER IN CONTACT 
WITH MARSHAL’ STALIN,

U. S. Troops Within 40

GEN. MacARTHUR’'S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Luzon, Jan. 26 (AP). 
—Clark Field, with its 17 airstrips 
within striking distance of the 
China coast, was firmly in Ameri- 
can hands today along with adja- 
cent Fort Stotsenburg. Triumphant 
Yanks rolled on south against 
such light opposition that combat 
officers expressed doubt the Japa- 
nese would make a determined 
fight short of Manila, some 40 
miles south, 

Vast Clark Field, most highly 
developed aviation center in the 
Philippines, with its extensive net- 
work of landing strips, shops and 
other installations, was captured 
early Thursday by Maj, Gen, Oscar 
W. Griswold's Fourteenth Army 
Corps. 

The Americans found few Japa- 
nese, but numerous land mines 
and booby traps as they swarmed 
over Clark in pursuit of an enemy 
garrison of perhaps 5000 which 
fled into the hills where artillery 


positions could keep the airstrips 
unusable, 

Japs Being Cleared From Hills. 

The main body of Japanese was 
being pounded by American artil- 
lery. Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
communique today said: “Our 
forces are engaged in clearing ene- 
my troops from the nearby hls.” 

Capture of Clark Field, a major 
prize in itself, also constituted a

The Germans have reported the 
Russians hold two bridgeheads 
across the Oder, one on each side 
of Breslau. Moscow dispatches 
hav» reported a crossing southeast 
of the city. A Russian report said 
the Ode: was largely clear of ice. 

Yesterday's Operations. 

In yesterday's advance in East 
Prussia, Rokossovsky's army 
seized command of the land ap- 
proaches to Elbing by capturing 
Briensdorf, nine miles to the east: 
Herrnsdorf, six miles northeast of 
Briensdorf, and 12 miles from the 
Frisches Haff, and Baumgarth, 12 
miles south of Elbing and 35 
southeast of Danzig. 

The eastern arm thrown around 
Elbing cut the main trunk railway 
between Konigsberg and Berlin, 
while the advance to Baumgarth 
put Russian guns in command of

Murowana-Goslina is 10 miles 
north of Poznan and just east of 
the Wartha River. Farther north, 
Zhukov's troops, in a 10-mile ad- 
vance across the base of the Pol- 
ish corridor, seized Keynia, 22 
miles from the German Pomera- 
nian frontier and 125 miles south- 
east of the Baltic port of Stettin. 

Last night’s Soviet commu- 
nique indicated that the Silesian 
drive was slowing down. Of 1500 
towns and villages reported cap- 
tured yesterday, only 150 were in 
the southern sector. Seven hun- 
dred were in East Prussia. 

Southwest of Krakow in Poland 
the Reds were advancing on a 
broad front toward Czecho-slo- 
vakia. A number of towns were 
seized in that area, including 
Kurow, 33 miles beyond Krakow 
and eight miles from Slovakia. 

Moscow announced that Soviet 
forces still were making progress 
in cleaning up Budapest, captur- 
ing another 10 blocks. The Rus- 
sians reported repelling continued 
German attempts to break through 
to the city. 


FIRST ALLIED PRISONERS SET 
FREE BY REDS IN GERMANY 


MOSCOW, Jan. 26 (AP).—Two 
British flyers are the first Allied 
prisonerg to be freed by the on- 
rushing Russian offensive, field 
dispatches said today. 

The Army newspaper Red Star 
said they were’ Donald Mays of 
Sheffield, and Paul Vermullen of 
London, both sergeant pilots. They 
were quoted as saying they were 
shot down in France last January, 
and taken to a camp at Kreuz- 
burg, Silesia, along with many 
other Allied captives. Kreuzberg, 
50 miles southeast of Breslau, was 
overrun early in the Russian in- 
vasion of Silesia. 

No Americans have been report- 
ed found so far by the Red Army, 
the United States military mission

Manpower Group Would 


Guarantee Return of 
Shifted Workers After 


Emergency. 


A transfer plan to _ provide 
urgently needed workers in essen- 
tial industries here and protect 
their jobs in less-essential firms 
when the emergency is over was 
adopted unanimously last night by 
the Manpower Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee and will be recommended 
for approval] to the Mayor’s Labor- 
Management Committee. 

The plan, predicated on volun- 
tary action, eliminates, for the 
time being at least, institution of 
a compulsory drafting program to 
get 15,000 workers in essential 
jobs here between now and June 


1 Its adoption preceded shortly 
the clamping of ceilings on male 
workers in essential plants effec- 
tive last midnight. Ceilings on 
less-essentia]l firms became effec- 
tive Jan. 10. . 

Under the program, workers are 
to be guaranteed seniority and re- 
employment rights, union security 
and benefits which may have ac- 
crued in their absence from their 
former jobs. 

Nine-Point Program. 

Highlights of its nine points are 
as follows: 

The transfer to essential work 
shall be for at least 90 days or 
until the defeat of Germany, 
whichever period is shorter. 

The employer agrees to rein- 
atate the transferred employe in 
the same job or a similar one 
carrying same status, wage rate 
and seniority, on application at 
the end of the transfer period. 

Standard rates of pay shall 
prevail on the job to which the 

less-essential worker is trans- 
ferred. 

Transferred employes must 
agree to return to former jobs 
at former pay rates anc status 
at the end of the transfer pe— 
riod. 

Transferred employes in good 
standing as union members will 
not be compelled to join the 
union which is the bargaining 
agent in the plant to which they 
transfer. 

Temporary employers agree 
not to rehire transferred em- 
ployes at the end of the transfer 
period without another transfer 
agreement. 

Indorsed by Labor Groups. 
The program has the indorse- 

ment of both the CIO St. Louis 
Industrial Union Council and the 
AFL Machinists’ District Council. 

Members of ‘the Co-ordinating 
Committee; which is comprised of 
representatives of the WMC Area 
Labor - Management Committee, 

the Manpower Priorities Commit- 
tee and the Mayor's Labor-Man- 
agement Committee, have support- 
ed a voluntary man-power recruit- 
ment program since man-power 
controls became operative. This 
transfer program, one member 
pointed out, also assures less- 
essential firms that they will get 
back the workers they lend to es- 
sential plants. 

It is an alternative to upward 
and downward revisions of em- 
ployment ceilings which would 
deprive less-essential firms of the 
opportunity to regain transferred 
workers. 

The transfer agreement provides 
for joint signature by employe, 
employer, temporary employe, 
union and temporary bargaining 
agency, in the presence of a WMC 
representative. : 

It is in striking contrast to the 
Program adopted in Allentown, 
‘Pa., for example, where the 
WMC has instituted a war-work- 
or-no-work plan. Employes re- 
fusing to go into essential indus- 
try there are deprived of work by 
not being given referrals. 


TRAIN BACKS THROUGH WALL 
OF UNION STATION CONCOURSE 


A 40-foot section of the south 
wall of the concourse at Union 
Station was torn down last night

Likewise, Senators Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, and Guffey 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, thought 
that Wallace had picked up some 
votes among the Senators. 

“CIO 1948 Speech.” 

But to Bailey, Wallace’s propo- 
sals were merely “a statement of 
beautiful objectives,” without what 
Bailey described as “specific 
methods of carrying them out.” 

Senator George commented that 
the Wallace presentation seemed 
to him “a CIO 1948 speech.” The 
CIO actively backed Wallace in a 
statement issued by President 
Philip Murray. 

Meanwhile, Senator Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, joined Senators 
Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, and 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, in 
announcing his decision to vote 
against Wallace’s confirmation un- 
less the George bill is passed. 

Morgenthay Praises Wallace. 

Treasury Secretary Henry Mor- 
genthau today called Wallace “a 
Yankee business man with the 
horse sense to recognize that we 
are living in a world of change.” 
He would make a great contribu- 
tion as Sé@cretary of Commerce, 
Morgenthau added in a statement, 

The text follows: 

“IT have studied Mr. Wallace's 
statement before the Senate Com- 
mittee of Commerce. 

“I believe he has done the coun- 
try a genuine service in offering a 
concrete program for achieving 
the President's goal of 60 million 
jobs after the war. Without at- 
tempting at this time to weigh 
the merits of each of his proposals, 
we can all thank Mr, Wallace for 
the courage he has displayed in 
coming forward with specific sug- 
gestions. Only through a thor- 
ough study and discussion of these 
proposals and others that will be 
stimulated by them will this coun- 
try be prepared to meet with in- 
telligence and purpose the eco- 
nomic problems we shall face 
after the war. Intelligent plan- 
ning for problems we know will 
arrise after the war spells the 
difference between an orderly 
transition period and-a log jam 
of poorly considered measures con- 
ceived in the throes of emergency 
and crisis, 

‘IT think that Mr. Wallace is 
correct in stating that the real 
issue involved is not his lack of 
experience in the financial field. 
As Secretary of the Treasury dur- 
ing most of the period Mr, Wal- 
lace was in charge of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, the 
Farm Security Administration and 
the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, I can say that I know 
that Mr. Wallace’s record in mak- 
ing loans in excess of six billion 
dollars is beyond reproach. He is 
in the truest American tradition— 
a Yankee business man with the 
horse sense to recognize that we 
are living in a world of change. 

“T know that Henry Wallace 
made a genuine contribution to 
good government and free enter- 
prise as Secretary of Agriculture. 
I believe he can make an even 
greater contribution as Secretary 
of Commerce,” 

Wallace Outlines Views. 

Wallace himself at first seemed 
to challenge the Senate in a for- 
mal statement that if he were 
given the Department of Com- 
merce and the lending control he 
would exercise broad authority. 
This statement mentioned the car- 
rying out of a program which in- 
volved Government employment 
action when the postwar job level 
drops below 57 millions. 

It also opposed postwar wage 
cuts and called for the payment 
of a minimum annual wage to in- 
dustrial workers. 

Under questioning by committee 
members, Wallace said he would 
act only on specific authority 
given him by Congress, would 
want Congress to place more limi- 
tations than now exist on lending 
authority and would expect other 
departments to carry the ball on 
many of the recommendations he 
had made. 

Wallace made it clear he would 
like to have both jobs, but assured 
the Senators he would accept the 
Commerce secretaryship alone— 
for the duration of the war—if 
the separation bill went through. 

However, he thought he could 
make more of a success with his 
plans for full employment and aid 
for small business if he had the 
loan post also. 

Business Men Back Wallace. 

A committee of business men 
has been formed to support Wal- 
lace as Secretary of Commerce 
“all the way” and to oppose strip- 
ping the office of its loan opera- 
tions. 

An announcement issued from 
its headquarters said more than 
a hundred business men had au- 
thorized a telegraphed request to 
Senator Bailey that they be heard 
on the George bill. 

Among those listed as being 
member of the new group were 
Andrew Jackson Higgins, ship- 
builder; J. Louis Reynolds of the 
Reynolds Metals Co.; Mark Eth- 
ridge of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, and James H. McGill, 
president of the McGill Manufac- 
turing Co., of Indiana.

‘Un-American Activities’ Defined 
In Canvass of Prominent Persons 


Mundt of New ‘Dies’ Committee Queries 100 
Notables—Consensus Is Any Action 
Harmful to the Constitution. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP).— 
Representative Kar] Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, asked for—and is 
receiving—definitions of what con- 
stitutes “un-American activities.” 

The consensus of the first re- 
plies from the “100 prominent 


Americans,” who were asked to 
state their views, gave this as 
their idea: 

Any action that would tend to 
harm or overthrow the Constitu- 
tion. 

Mundt served on the old Dies 
Committee and was named to the 
new, permanent House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. 

John W. Davis, New York attor- 
ney and 1924 Democratic candidate 
for president, said in his reply: 

“There are three recognized 
documentary sources by which un- 
American activities can be tested. 
Of these the first is the preamble 
to the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The second is the Constitu- 
tion itself. And the third, if can 
be treated as a separate document, 
is the Bill of Rights, 

“Those things which conform to 
these yardsticks, speaking in the 
political field, may properly be 
called American. Those which do 
not are un-American—or worse. 

“There is to be borne in mind, 
of course, the difference between 
those things which are criminal 
and those which involve merely 
the right of free speech. 

“But the fact that men have the 
right to speak or write as they 
please does not exempt their 
speech or writing from the field 
of your inquiry.” 

S. W. Ball, editor of the News 


and Courier, Charleston, S. C.: 

“Un-American activities, to my 
mind, consist of violation of the 
constitutions and laws of the 
United States and the states, es- 
pecially the constitutions.” 

William L. Chenery, editor of 
Colliers: 

“I define an un-American activ- 
ity as any propaganda or action 
designed to restrict or abolish the 
civil rights of Americans or to 
change by force the American 
form of government.” 

Arthur W. Krock of the New 
York Times: 

“I think the committee should 
classify as un-American only those 
activities which strike at faith in, 
or practice of, the American demo- 
cratic process of government by 
members of that government or of 
the people. 

“And then, if any such _ sub- 
versive person is to be questioned, 
a set of fair rules or evidence and 
publicity should govern.” 

Ben Hibbs, editor of the Satur- 
day Evening Post: 

“The committee can properly be 
concerned only with the efforts of 
subversive or obviously traitorous 
groups, some of whom may not 
have violated any existing statute. 

“The bench mark here would be 
the good faith of the persons in- 
vestigated. Are they the agents of 
foreign governments or honest dis- 
senters?” 

Mundt said he has not yet heard, 
“but hopes to,” from Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, Interior Secretary Har- 
old L. Ickes and Henry A. Wal- 
lace, Commerce-Secretary nomi- 
nee, all of whom he classed as 
“consistent critics of the Dies com- 
mittee.”

was ordered to start serving a 
30-day Workhouse sentence to- 
day by Judge David W. FitzGib- 
bon in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. 

Loewe's was the first of the 
“Supreme Court shuffle” cases to 
be disposed of. He surrendered 
to Judge FitzGibbon and was 
turned over to the Sheriff's of- 
fice. In May, 1935, he waa sen- 
tenced in Police Court to 30 days 
for speeding 60 miles an hour and 
30 days for careless driving, the 
sentences to run concurrently. 

Like the other persons in the 
shuffle cases, Loewe had appealed 
the Police Court decision to the 
Court of Criminal Correction, 
which had sustained the lower 
court. He then had appealed to 
the Missouri Supreme Court, but 
the appeal was never perfected, 
because Loewe, like the others, 
had failed to pay the $10 filing fee 
on each of the charges against 
him.

Purpose of Order. 
*This last encroachment on the 
procurement power of the armed 
services, effective Feb. 1, is in- 
tended to prevent the piling up 
of new war contracts in cities 
where man-power resources are 
strained, 
Prime contractors and subcon- 
tractors are required to report 
contracts for war goods to WPB, 
which will pass them on to local 
production urgency committees 
for final recommendation. If new 
man-power stringency would re- 
sult, the committees will try to 
steer the contracts elsewhere un- 
less this would delay the delivery 
of weapons. 
Such a procedure is mandatory 
now in only a few cities and its 
extension was resisted by military 
officials. 
The latter were reported wholly 
in agreement, however, with the 
Krug memorandum asking for 
placement as soon as poss'ble of 
contracts for the rest of 1945. 
Officials said the bulk of these 
would be in the hands of war 
contractors within three or four 
weeks, permitting them to sched- 
ule production and recruit labor 
well ahead. 
Fearful of being caught with 
large surpluses, the procurement 
agencies last fall began to take 
less leeway in ordering. Contrac- 
tors, similarly apprehensive of in- 
vesting heavily in parts and sup- 
plies, became cautious in placing 
subcontracts, and so on down the 
line. 
As a result, some were caught 
with short supplies when war 
production was suddenly speeded 
up. Deliveries of needed engines, 
axles, 
components fell behind and have

Passes Bill Giving Tem- 
porary Moratorium 
From Terms of Sher- 
man and Clayton Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP).— 
The Senate passed yesterday and 
sent to the House a compromise 
bill temporarily removilng insur- 
ance companies from the jurisdic- 
tion of Federal aniti-trust laws. 


Under its terms, the insurance | 


companies are granted a morato- 
rium until June 1, 1947, from appli- 
cation of the Federal Sherman Act 
and until Jan. 1, 1948, from appli- 
cation of the Clayton Act. 

This is designed to allow the in- 
surance companies time to adjust 
their operations and to permit 
Congress and the states to con- 
sider further legislation dealing 
with agreements on rates and 
other phases of their operations. 

Approval was given by voice 
vote. The action brought to a 
close the Senate phase of a con- 
troversy which flared up in Con- 
gress after the Supreme Court up- 
held the right of the Department 
of Justice to prosecute insurance 
companies under the Federal anti- 
trust laws. 

Pleading for quick action? Sen- 
ator Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
said so much confusion had arisen 
since the decision that insurance 
companies in some atates were 
questioning the authority of the 
states to regulate and tax their 
businesses. 

A group of Senators, headed by 
O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, 
fought passage of an earlier pro- 
posed measure designed to give 
the insurance companies a blanket 
exemption from anti-trust prosecu- 
tions, ' 

The substitute bill passed yester- 
day was indorsed in principle by 
President Roohevelt in a recent 
letter to Senator Radcliffe (Dem.), 
Maryland,

OPA AUTHORIZES RATION-FREE 
ODD-LOT SHOE SALE FEB, 19 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today authorized a ration- 
free odd lot sale of men’s and 
women’s shoes, beginning Feb. 19 
and ending March 3. 

The agency estimated that more 
than 4,500,000 pairs of shoes will 
be sold in the two-week ration 
holiday. This represents only 
about 3 per cent of rationed shoes 
in wholesale and retail stocks. 

The last ration-free odd lot sale 
was held July 10-30, 1944, when 
5,785,000 pairs were sold. That 
sale included youths’ and boys’ 


shoes (sizes 1 to 6), but these | 


have been excluded this time.

ideas and idealistic schemes; but 
when Senator Claude Pepper, ar- 
dent New Dealer from Florida, 
asked Jones if he had “the, facts 
and details showing that Wallace 
is unqualified,” Chairman Bailey 
rushed to Jones's rescue, telling 
him he did not have to answer. 
Later, Jones said he saw no pur- 
pose in answering the question, 


Farm Program Successful. 


One answer to the failure to 
produce proofs, when such proofs 
would have been most effective, is 
contained in a factual article 
about Wallace in Fortune Maga- 
zine’ of October 1942, which said, 
in part: 

“Whatever his abilities as a pri- 
vate moneymaker, the view of 
Henry Wallace as an impractical 
dreamer has one serious flaw. It 
completely fails to jibe with the 
facts of his public career. For all 
the loftiness of his dreams, he has 
been eminently practical in work- 
ing to achieve them. 


“By general unprejudiced con- 
sent, the farm program under Wal- 
lace was easily among the most 
successful of the New Deal’s mul- 
tifarious undertakings. Its two 
great aims were to increase the 
farmer's income and to conserve 
the soil. During Wallace’s term as 
Secretary, United States farm cash 
income was doubled and millions 
of United States acres were re- 
stored to fertility. To Wallace, hu- 
manitarian lover of abendatice, 
his emergency program of plow- 
ing under cotton, killing the little 
pigs and leaving the fields un- 
planted was utterly distasteful. 
But the emergency had to be met, 
and that seemed the only practical 
way of avoiding disastrous, un- 
manageable surpluses. 


The Test—It Worked. 


“It worked—as Businessman 
Hoover's Farm Board distinctly 
had not. Meantime, looking for- 
ward toward a gradual and prac- 
tical widening of foreign markets 
for United States crops, Secretary 
Wallace became a stanch cham- 
pion of Cordell] Hull’s reciprocal 
trade agreements program.” 


In his own behalf, Wallace tes- 
tified yesterday that he thought 
he was qualified for the Federal 
Joan agency as well as the Secre- 
taryship of Commerce, and he 


cited his own banking record as 


head of the Department of Agri- 
culture, in which the credit agen- 
cies had lent more than six bil- 
lion dollars, including 11,500,000 
separate Commodity Credit loans, 
1,208,000 rural rehabilitation loans 
and 20,184 loans to tenant farm- 
ers to buy their own farms. 

“I am proud of our financial 
record on this difficult financing,” 
he told the committee, adding that 
he was prepared to answer ques- 
tions about the details of this 
Government financing. He was 
not asked for details. 


As to Wallace’s Farmer. 


Wallace answered questions 
about his abilities as a private 
moneymaker, 
canard that his business ineptitude 
had been responsible for the loss 
of the old family farm journal, 
Wallace’s Farmer. 


He testified that he had not 
owned one share of stock in the 
publication, and had only “pros- 
pective rights” in 12 per cent of 
it; that as editor he was not re-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

‘If War Mobilization Director Byrnes 
succeeds in his plan to have many more 
deferred farm boys inducted for military 
service, we are bound to face a serious 
food shortage. Farm help is now at a 
dangerous low. 

Many fine farms have been sold and 
are idle. Thousands of good dairy cows 
which could still be producing milk have 
long since ended up in the slaughter 
houses for lack of farm help. Farming 
requires experience and long hours of 
hard work in the hot sun. (I was reared 
on a farm and I know.) No one can 
adequately replace the farmer’s sons. 
Elderly men, women and children can't 
carry on alone. 

The 1945 quota for farm produce has 
been increased over that of 1944. But it 
ig one thing for the gentlemen in Wash- 
ington to sit down and map out the 
quota of over-all production for the 
American farmers, and quite another 
thing to do the actual producing. And 
certainly it cannot and will not be done 
if many thousand more farm boys are 
drafted out of this most necessary job 
of production, 

Suppose the cigarette lines were to 
extend to food lines. It could happen. 
Then the paramount question would no 
longer be “When do we win the war?” 
but “When do we eat, and what?”

This is the eve of its drive for funds and 
many who would have contributed will 
be stayed by the lingering memory of 
Mr. Barzin. The only way they can re- 
gain the subscribers’ respect is to pay 
Mr. Barzin according to his contract and 
gend him back to New York, Our con- 
eert master, Mr. Farbman, is competent 
to conduct the concerts this week—and 
without getting his feet caught in his 
vest pockets.

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Wallace’s Wild and Visionary Ideas 


We have carefully read the wild and visionary 
6500-word statement which the radical and crack- 
pot Henry Wallace made yesterday before the 
Senate Commerce Committee. Then we read it 
again to find out who was crazy, Wallace him- 
self, or those who say that for him to replace 
Jesse Jones means the doom of our Republic. 

Wallace thinks private enterprise—we repeat, 
private enterprise—can produce 60,000,000 jobs 
after the war. 

He reasons this way: we are now producing 
goods worth 200 billions a year, or twice as 
much as we produced before the war. He thinks 
if we can produce guns, ships and planes, we 
can also produce houses, cars and clothing. How 


¥Yecrazy is that? 


This man has faith in America. ‘ He thinks 
that, since we led the world in establishing po- 
litical democracy, we have also the stuff to lead 
it in establishing economic democracy. Well; 
haven’t we? 

However, Wallace does not think that the job 
of making 60,000,000 jobs can be tackled by 
20,000 big enterprises alone; but that 3,000,000 
small businesses must also produce jobs. If 
that’s radical, Thomas Jefferson is revolving in 
his grave. ~ 

* . + 

Wallace believes the future of the American 
worker lies in the well-being of private enter- 
prise, and*vice versa, and that working as a team 
they are unbeatable. What, no Socialism, no 
Communism? 

In order to provide jobs, Wallace says we 
must have great business expansion and this 
should be financed through private investment 
capital. However, in cases where special risks 
are involved, the Government should step in 
and guarantee the lender against loss. 

This is exactly what the Government is 
now doing in the case of V loans, FHA loans, 
etc. Maybe it should not guarantee against risks 
now and maybe it should not guarantee against 
risks after the war. So far as we could figure 
out, this part about guaranteeing private lenders 
against risk, in the interest of an expanding 
postwar economy, was the most radical thing in 
Wallace's speec”. 

Of course, America was built by risk-takers, 
people who fondly embraced the inalienable 
right to lose their shirts. If we had a few men 
around like Bet-a-Million Gates, maybe Henry 
Wallace wouldn’t have brought up the subject 
at all. 

.* ~ * 

But to go on with a sketch of the radical 
Henry’s ideas. He thinks private investors can 
gainfully lend 20 billions a year after the war. 

New construction and expansion should pro- 
vide 5,000,000 more jobs a year in this field 
than we had before the war. 

In a nutshell, he thinks that if we are going 
to have jobs for all, we must have expanded 
private industry. This industry will be privately 
owned, privately operated and privately financed, 
with Government stepping in only to share with 
the private investor unusual and abnormal risks 
which may be involved in getting started. 

Along with a bigger domestic market, we 
should have a bigger foreign market. Our heavy 
equipment industries will sell a lot of their 
production abroad. Our farmers will ship boat- 


loads of cotton, tobacco and wheat. And so on. 

With reciprocal trade agreements and our al- 
ready existent Export-Import Bank, along with 
new measures for international credit and cur- 
rency stabilization, Wallace thinks America can 
play a big—and profitable—role in developing 
the economies of other nations. A lot of people 
who haven't been accused of crack-potism think 
so, too. 

If private enterprise cannot produce 60,000,- 
000 jobs, what then? Wallace thinks the Gov- 
ernment should be on watch, and when employ- 
ment begins to fall below 57,000,000, a reservoir 
of public works should be tapped. 

But public works, he thinks, should not pro- 
duce Government or “relief” or leaf-raking 
jobs. No, says Wallace, they should produce 
private jobs. Construction should be done by 
private firms under contract to the Government, 
private firms to employ private labor. 

- - . 

Other dangerous ideas of Wallace: 

Wages should be kept high after the war to 
provide purchasing power for expanding econ- 
dny. 

Profits should be kept high, too. 

Taxes should be lowered. 

Farmers should have good incomes, enabling 
them to have better homes, indoor bathrooms and 
electric lights. 

Monopolies and cartels-should not be encour- 
aged, as they stand in the way of free enterprise, 

New businesses like aviation, television, fre- 
quency modulation, fibers, plastic should let in 
the little fellow, as well as the big fellow. 

Small new firms become great firms. 

We should build through private enterprise 
2,000,000 homes a year. 

We should get rid of slums, 

We should be a land of home-owners, and 
new homes should have all the fine new gadgets. 

We could use more hospitals, more clinics, 
more doctors. 

We need a broader social security program. 

We need more schools and more teachers. 

* . - 

So goes the radical program of the crackpot 
Wallace. To his detractors, after outlining the 
program, he says: 

“There are those who say that these goals are 
the dreams of a ‘man willing to jeopardize the 
country’s future with untried ideas and idealistic 
schemes.’ These people think they are realists. 
Actually they are the persons of limited vision 
and stunted imagination. ... These people think 
the same as those who said the President was 
dreaming when he declared in 1940 that the 
American people would produce 50,000 planes in 
one year.” 

Maybe Mr. Wallace is all wrong. Maybe he 
is a crackpot and a visionary. Maybe our private 
enterprise can’t produce, as he thinks it can, 
60,000,000 jobs a year. Maybe we can’t have 
more cars, more homes, more bathtubs, more 
clothes, more gadgets. Maybe we can’t be a 
healthy, prosperous, independent, happy people. 

But if the time has come when Americans can- 
not share with Henry Wallace an optimistic view 
of their own future; if the time has come when 
America cannot flex its muscles and look to the 
future with high hope and the old covered-wagon 
determination, then God help us! 


Fakery in School Board Petitions 

No matter what results from the Post-Dispatch 
expose of phony signatures on the petitions of 
School Board candidates, the voters are the goat 
and the 92,500 St. Louis school children are the 
innocent victims. 

Suppose the legal authorities go into action 
and bar from the ballot the five candidates 
whose petitions bore groups of names all in the 
same handwriting, and contained other gross ir- 
regularities. That will leave in the field only 
five candidates for the five board vacancies, It 
will mean no choice whatever for the voters; in 
other words, an election that is an out-and-out 
farce. | 

But suppose nothing Is done by the authori- 
ties. Then the candidates with phonies on their 
lists will be free to run, and some of them, de- 
spite their deceptive petitions, may be elected. 
That will be worse than a farce—it will be a 
perversion of the election process. 

In all the long and scandalous history of the 
St. Louis School Board, nothing has proved more 
sharply that the present election system is a 
total failure than this shocking disclosure. 

The wholesale fakery offers one more reason, 
and a convincing reason, for adoption of the pro- 
posed reform in choosing members discussed in 
detail on this page yesterday. Under that plan, 
there would be no petitions with 6799-plus sig- 
natures, genuine or bogus. The Mayor would 
appoint new board members from a list of nom- 
inees prepared by a panel of outstanding citizens. 
The voters would pass on retention or retirement 
of those same members two years later, on the 
basis of their records. 

How can any conscientious citizen vote intelli- 
gently under the present system? How can he 
feel anything but frustration over the coming 
election, no matter what is done about the 
padded petitions or what five candidates win? 

The discredited old system leaves the way 
open not only for petitions with phony names 
on them, but for election of phony members to 
the board. Let’s do away with this menace to 
the welfare of our schools and our children by 
installing the new system before the fakers have 
another chance to swindle the public. 
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Startling Health Figures 
Every time someone suggests that the poor 
must have better doctoring than their own 


means will provide, a segment of the medical. 


profession raises the objection that Americans 
are the world’s healthiest people. What have 
such “realistic” persons to say to the figures 
just released on draft rejections? 

Turn-downs are highest among domestic serv- 
ants. To an extent, that may reflect bad diet. 
To a greater one, it reflects the poverty-stricken 


homes whence so many members of this group 


came, and their inability in adult life to buy 
decent health maintenance with domestic’s 
wages. 

Next the part-time and unemployed workers 
—poverty. Third, with a shocking 56.4 per cent 
rejected, come farmers. Even among farmers,

poor man’s diet is also a big cause, with a race 
for the worst health between the Negro share- 
cropper and the tobacco-growing hillman of the 
Appalachians. Rejections are highest in the 
South. 

The draft statistics speak a language that the 
country must ponder. 
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Poll-Tax Progress 

Georgia, which leads the country in giving 
the right to vote to young men and women old 
enough to go to war, is trying to slough off its 
poll tax. The State Senate has voted to repeal 
it, and over the lower house still hangs a threat 
by progressive young Gov. Ellis Arnall to sus- 
pend it by executive decree if the legislators do 
not act. Thus, there is reason to believe that 
this undemocratic impairment of the franchise 
may soon be ended in another of a small re- 
maining group of states. 

Progress in Tennessee at the moment Is less 
encouraging. The Legislature and Governor re- 
pealed the tax several years ago, but the State 
Supreme Court ruled the act unconstitutional. 
Efforts to pass another repealer at the present 
session are being consigned to a burial process, 


such as the Missouri Legislature reserves for: 


efforts to end its secret committee proceedings. 
Whatever their underlying motive may be, the 
majority of Tennessee legislators argue with 
seeming reasonableness that another bill would 
be wasted effort after the court decision. A 
State constitutional amendment seems to be 
needed. 

The effort, however, does go on, in Georgia, 
in Tennessee and elsewhere. Since these states 
and a number of others that have already elimi- 
nated the tax have given clear notice of inten- 
tion to block Federal action to the bitter end, 
may their efforts to clean their own linen speed- 
ily prosper.

Having in mind your experience with the 
problem of surplus property in which no 
one has taken a more constructive interest, 
i am anxious to have your views, 

No one can deny that the volume, ve- 
locity and manner of disposal of the huge 
amounts of surplus property that will be 
on hand at the end of the present war will 
have a tremendous impact upon the econ- 
omy of this country, 

What about our supplies of low-grade 
ores and improved methods of processing 
them-—-a subject in which the West is tre- 
mendously interested? What do your stud. 
les indicate ag to the short- and long-range 
supply of vital resources of metals? 

What about the effect of surplus property 
on the future economy of America? 

What is surplus property? Is property 
surplus when civilians need it desperately, 
even though the armed forceg have no mili- 
tary use for it?

The Basic Rules 


Dear Senator Johnson: 
The following are comments that occur 
to me as a result of your letter: 
Suggestions for the Surplus Administra- 
tor are made in the report on war and post- 
war policies made by John Hancock and 
me. They still hold good and are: 

1. Sell as much ag he can as early as 
he can without unduly disrupting normal 
trade, 

2. Listen to pressure groups but act 
in the national interest. 

3. No sales, no rentals to speculators; 
none to promoters. 

4. Get fair market prices for the values, 
with proceeds of all sales going to re 
duce the national debt. 

5. Sell as in a goldfish bowl, with rec- 
ords always: open to public inspection. 

6.-As far as practicable, use the same 
regular channels of trade that private 
business would in disposing of the par- 
ticular properties. 

7. No Government operation of surplus 
war plants in competition with private 
industry. 

8. No monopoly, equal access to sur- 
pluses for all businesses; preference to lo- 
cal ownership, but no subsidizing of one 
part of the country against another. 


No Deliberate Destruction 


9. Scrap what must be scrapped, but no 
deliberate destruction of useful property. 

10. Before, selling surplus equipment 
abroad, assure America’s own productive 
efficiency on which our high wages and 
high living standards rest, 

In other parts of the report we repeated 
what I consider very important, and must 
never be lost sight of: “The business of 
all the disposal agencies should be con- 
ducted in a goldfish bowl, with the facts 
on all sales open to public inspection at 
the point of sale and each agency ‘submit- 
ting reports, summarizing these sales reg- 


A 


ularly to Congress through the Surplus Ad- 
ministrator.” 


In dealing with the question of a surplus, 
the first decision that must be made by a 
Government agency is what constitutes a 
surplus to it. Then the surplus must be 
transferred to the Surplus Administration, 
where it will have to be considered from 
the standpoint of national interest. 


Keep Some Surpluses 


Any surplus of non-perishable items pro- 
duced outside of the United States conti- 
nental area, which have been acquired for 
war purposes, should be retained unless it 
can be sold with the idea of preventing in- 
flation, and then with the understanding it 
could be repurchased, 

These surpluses should be kept for two 
purposes: (1) In case of war; (2) to pre- 
vent combinations, cartels, quotas or other 
barriers to our economy. 

The mere possession of these things, pro- 
duced outside the United States continental 
area, will be worth more to us in self-confi- 
dence and respect from others than the 
money we would get from the sale. 


Each of the other non-perishable sur- 
pluses and plants should be considered 
from the national and international stand- 
point. In the instance of copper metal, in- 
quiry should be made as to what resources 
of copper in this country are in ore and 
the facility or ability to turn that Into cop- 
per metal, and how many years this ore 
will last. Then we should determine what, 
if any, copper should be retained, 

The same should be done in regard to 
every other metal. In this way we will de- 
termine from a national standpoint what 
is surplus and what is not. 


Threat Against War 


Consideration will have to be given also 
to American holdings in other countries 
and what freedom of movement there will 
be in case of war, and whether there is a 
possibility of any other country or coun- 
tries combining together in a cartel, quota 
or any other form of barrier against us. 
The same inquiry should be made as to agri- 
cultural products, whether perishable or not. 

Efforts should be made to have this 
country develop self-containment in a very 
short time. This would not be done for the 
purpose of injuring any other country, but 
of giving constant evidence of our ability 
to take care of ourselves if we are forced 
to do so. It is not a threat to a peace. It 
is a threat against war. 

Until you know all these factors, you can- 
not decide what is surplus raw material. 

Things like trucks, tires and all kinds of 
machinery that can be used in road-build- 
ing, farm and civilian life should be turned 
loose in order to bridge over the hiatus be- 
tween the great demand and the ability to 
get ready for production. 

One more thought—the retention and 
non-use of plants too long will lessen their 
value to anyone for any use.

New Book About the Balkans 
Gives the Peasant a Hearing 


“The Balkan Background,” by Bernard Newmaa. 

(Macmillan Co,, New York.) 

Discovering that the author of this book 
had previously written 40 others on varied 
topics did not, of course, make for confi- 
dence. However, Mr. Newman has lived 
for many years in the Balkans; at present 
he igs lecturing to the American armed 
forces about that area. His new book 
stresses four important points: the peasant, 
the ethnic differences, the part England 
had in bringing on this war and the piace 
of smaller nations in the postwar world. 

The large majority of the Balkan people, 
with their great ethnic differences, are 
peasants living off non-arable land. Their 
standard of living, based on an income 
of under $75 a year, is deplorable. Family 
and livestock, out of necessity, live under 
the same roof. The peasantry is the basic 
problem because: “The crux of the eco- 
nomic difficulty lies in the fact that the 
barren Balkans are being forced to support 
an agricultural population far beyond their 
economic capacity.” 

. . . 


Unless the Allies realize this, and make 
provision for it, the story of the 19308 may 
be repeated. In that period, England of- 
fered no way out; when Germany agreed 
to buy the Balkan countries’ products, they . 
entered into friendly relationship with the 
Reich. It was not because they were 
Fascist, but because of economic necessity. 
Russia, of course, looms much larger to- 
day than she did in the past. The author 
suggests that the only way spheres of influ- 
ence can be eliminated in the postwar 
period ig by federalization of the Balkans. 

His account of Greece runs up to the 
summer of 1944. He points out that the 
EAM is not completely Communistic—but 
after doing so, he seemg to use the two ex- 
pressions interchangeably. 

The much-neglected peasant is given his 
rightful hearing in this book, John Gun- 
ther, for example, gave King Carol and 
Mme. Lupescu 17 pages, while the Ro- 
manian peasant was touched upon in three 
lines. The thought behind all this is: 
look what happened when the industrial 
workers became unionized and compare 
that to what might happen if the peasant 


did the same.

No more tights and no more 
footlights for her. At that, she often longed 
for the old life. Her daughter in this book

Wallace and the Postwar Economy 


T 


HE arguments which the President brought for the appointment 
of Henry Wallace as Secretary of Commerce were unfortunate. 
Obviously the President’s intention was to make Mr. Wallace 


more palatable to the party by basing his appointment on the old 
party argument that Mr. Wallace had performed yeoman’s service 
to the ticket, and naturally had to be rewarded. 


The times are too momentous 
for such an argument. No man 
should be charged with important 
functions because of services ren- 
dered in a campaign. There are 
candid and good reasons why Mr. 
Wallace should be appointed to 
this position. They do not in- 
volve his services to the campaign, 


but the President’s promises made 
by Mr. Wallace in his name. And 
they involve policies for the 
achievement of those promises. 

The main promise is of con- 
tinued full employment after the 
war. The question is how it shall 
be achieved. The Republican can- 
didate, for that matter, made the 
same promise. But again, the 
question was how it should be 
achieved, 


Can We Keep the Promise? 


On the one hand are those who 
insist that after the war we must 
go back to “normalcy,” dissolve 
all Government activity in the 
economic field, and trust exclu- 
sively to private enterprise, work- 
ing inside traditional economic 
practices, to employ all who need 
or want work in the United States. 

But in this camp there is out- 
spoken defeatism about the possi- 
bility of thus achieving this aim. 
Wednesday, for instance, the New 
York Herald Tribune, in an edi- 
torial, quoted a paragraph of the 
Soviet Constitution which states 
. that “citizens of the U.S. S. R. are 
guaranteed the right of employ- 
ment and payment for their work 
in accordance with its quantity 
and quality.” The Herald Tribune 
comments that the Russian con- 
stitution is more frank than 
American exponents of the “na- 
tional budget,” for it asserts that 
such a guarantee is only possible 
“because of the Socialist organiza- 
tion of the national economy.” 
Ergo, argues the Herald Tribune, 
under our system we cannot ful- 
fill such a promise. 


Wallace, George, Veblen. 


I am surprised to find in the 
Herald Tribune s0 powerful an 
argument for Russian socialism— 
the complete ownérship and con- 
trol of the means of production. 
For if it be true that only such 
Socialism can guarantee the full 
use of our manpower and re- 
sources, then sooner or later we 
will get that kind.of Socialism or 
go through a_ counter-revolution 
of the Fascist type to prevent it. 
Working people, here and every- 
where, are no longer willing to 
submit voluntarily to unremunera- 
tive idleness, for the sake of main- 
taining any previous economic sys- 
tem. 

But I am not so defeatist about 
the possibilities in private enter- 
prise as the Herald Tribune—and 


neither is President Roosevelt nor 
Henry Wallace, Mr, Wallace is not 
a Socialist. His ideas stem right 
out of American grassroots and 
have a closer relation to Henry 
George and Thorstein Veblen, than 
to Karl Marx. 


Socialization of Consumption. 


But Mr. Wallace, like most of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, does not believe, and un- 
like them, does not pretend to be- 


lieve, that we can achieve stable 
full employment without Govern- 
ment planning, and the use of the 


Government financial power, if, or 
whenever, that proves necessary. 
Mr. Wallace believes that there is 
no excuse for Government inac- 
tivity in the case of economic 
breakdown or the threat of it. He 
has not gone so far as Sir William 
Beveridge, who did not shock the 
British Tories into any panic com- 
parable to that in the United 
Statem Senate; by calling for “se- 
curity from the cradle to the 
grave,” and a vast increase of pro- 
duction based on a “socialization 
of consumption.” 

The “socialization of consump- 
tion” is not socialism, and would 
be vehemently denied by classic 
Marxians (for there are classic 
Marxians as there are Classic 
capitalists). Sir William was 
simply proposing careful Govern-

Those who fail to recog- 
nize changing circumstances and 
use the wits God gave to see how 
they can be met, will prove to be 
the destroyers, not the saviors of 
free enterprise, and the destroy- 
ers, at the same time, of a great 
deal of human liberty. 

Separating the RFC from the 
Commerce Department would de- 
prive the department of its func- 
tion. To suggest it is to refuse 
to face the leading postwar issue. 
The Senate should be debating 
the issue—not the personalities. 
The people of the United States 
regard employment as the crucial 
question of our postwar future, 
and it is those people whom the 
Senators will have to face if they 
leave the issue in limbo.

BEAR AOUNTAIN, N. Y., Jan. 
26 (AP).—Major league ‘baseball

Rickey revealed that Luis Olmo, 
Puerto Rican outfielder, and 
Pitcher Ben Chapman had been 
classified 1-A since last October 
and that Pitcher Ervin Rudolph, 
purchased from St. Paul, already 
had been inducted into the Army, 

The Brooklyn leader also an- 
nounced the outright purchase of 
the franchise and properties of 
the Fort Worth club, of the de- 
funct Texas League.

NO PROOF NEWELL 
RIBED POLICEMEN 


Investigation Ends — In- 
quiry in 5th Ward 
Primary Irregularities 
to Be Resumed Monday. 


No evidence warranting indict- 


‘ments was obtained in the grand 


jury investigation of charges that 
the late Joseph (Buck) Newell, 
labor racketeer, bribed St. Louis 
policemen, the jury informed Cir- 
cuit Attorney James W. Griffin 
yesterday on completing its in- 
quiry. 

The jury made no recommenda- 
tions, and the investigation is 
ended unless additional evidence 


appears, Griffin said. 

Newell’s stepson, William Ralph 
Grasswick, who is serving a 10- 
year sentence for the murder of 
Newell, and Newell's widow, Mrs. 
Geraldine Grasswick Newell, had 
charged the labor boss paid “pro- 
tection” money to four policemen 
to keep his gambling establish- 
ments from being raided. 

Witnesses at yesterday's final 
session of the grand jury investi- 
gation were Police Capt. Elias 
Hoagland, who made a five- 
month investigation of the bribery 
charges, and two other policemen, 
Sgt. Joseph O'Leary and Patrol- 
man Joseph Hotfielder. 

The grand jury will reconvene 
next Monday to resume its investi- 
gation of Fifth Ward voting ir- 
regularities in the Aug. 1 primary 
election, after which it will pre- 
pare a report on any irregularities 
found in those precincts in which 
its inquiry has been completed. 
This report will be incorporated in 
final presentments Feb. 2, at 
which time.the jury is expected to 
recommend that investigation of 
voting in the remaining precincts 
be continued by the next jury. 


ROCKET-FIRING MITCHELL PB! 
A SUCCESS AT NIGHT RAIDING 


SOMEWHERE IN THE MARI- 
ANAS, Jan. 18 (Delayed) (AP). 
The PBJ—night-flying, rocket-fir- 
ing version of the Mitchell me- 
dium bomber B-25—has within two 
months become the night terror 
of Japanese shipping north of the 
Marianas. 

To the Marine flyers at this base 
was assigned the experiment of 
the low-altitude rocket-firing PBJ. 
In their first two months they 
have sunk or damaged at least 
12 Japanese ships. 

The PBJ is painted black for 
its night duty and armed under 
each wing. A bombardier-naviga- 
tor controls the plane on its run. 
In addition to. the pilot and co- 
pilot, the crew includes a photog- 
rapher—for pictures of the rocket 
damage are an important part of 
the work. Missions to date have 
been chiefly against Japanese 
merchant ships sneaking down 
from Japan into the Bonin and 
Volcano Islands at night.

NAZI SCIENTIST WHO 
WORKED ON V-4 
INTERNED IN SWEDEN 


LONDON, Jan. 26 (AP).—Swed- 
ish internment of a scientist who 
directed German experiments with 
a V-4 rocket for use against New 
York was reported last night in a 


Stockholm dispatch by Reuters. 
The name of the scientist was not 
reported. 

The dispatch said the scientist, 
until recently head of a V-bomb 
experiment station in Jutland, 
fled to Sweden posing as a Danish 
refugee. 

After questioning disclosed his 
identity, he was interned but 
granted special privileges “in view 
of the fact his knowledge could 
be useful to the Swedish general 
staff,” the dispatch said. 

Swedish sources said the in- 
terned scientist described V-4 as 
faster and more accurate than 
V-2 and V-3, which is only an im- 
proved version of V-2. Its weight 
was described as about 15 tons. 
It was said to travel more than 
6000 miles an hour and to attain 
altitudes in excess of 120 miles, 
reaching that height two minutes 
after being fired at an angle of 
75 degrees, 

V-4 reportedly is propelled by 
the rocket principle, with the ex- 
plosion of gases obtained from 
liquid carried in tanks built along 
the sides of the weapon in the 
same manner as gasoline vapor is 
obtained from liquid gasoline in 
a carburetor. Electricity was said 
to be used to ignite the gas. 


Chinese Output to Double 
Soon, Nelson Reports 


Continued From Page One. 


the enthusiastic agreement of the 
Generalissimo to create an agency 
in the Chinese Government to 
plan and co-ordinate Chinese war 
production and related economic 
activities. Following your ap- 
proval in our Washington conver- 
sation of Nov. 2, I returned to 
China with a small group of men 
who have had long experience in 
American war production, Our first 
step was to work with a group of 
Chinese officials headed by Dr. 
Wong Wen-hao, Minister of Eco- 
nomics, to draft the basic law for 
a Chinese War Production Board. 
This law, which grants very wide 
powers, was immediately approved 
by the Generalissimo, and has 
since been passed by the executive 
and legislative Yuans. We worked 
closely with Dr. Wong: on organi- 
zation and policy, participated in 
working up firm ordnance require- 
ments for the Chinese Army, and 
aided in winning co-operation for 
the Chinese War Production Board 
from all ministries of the Chi- 
nese Government and from lead- 
ing financial and industrial groups. 
“For the first time, the Chinese 
economic war effort is now co- 
ordinated. Two members of the 
staff of the American War Pro- 
duction Board have remained in 
Chungking to act as my deputies 
in further advising the Chinese 
War Production Board on prob- 
lems of policy and operation. Ex- 
cellent arrangements also have 
been made for close liaison be- 
tweeh the Chinese War Production 
Board and United States Army 
Ordnance, represented in Chung- 
king by officers of high ability. 


U. S. Production Experts. 


“2 An American technical pro- 
duction mission has begun work 
in China. By arrangement with 
the Foreign Economic Adminis- 
tration. on my return to China in 
November, I brought with me six 
American production specialists, 
five of whom are experts in steel 
production, one in alcohol produc- 
tion. These highly qualified men 
immediately began to visit Chinese 
industry and to study production 
methods there. They will work 
with Chinese plant managers and 
Government officials over & period 
of three months with a view to 
increasing output, improving qual- 
ity and reducing costs. Attention 
was focused at once on measures 
to obtain immediate increased 
production of certain items need- 
ed by the Chinese armies. 

“4° War production 
ments have been financed, The 
four Chinese Government banks 
have contracted to lend 10 billions 
(Chinese national currency) tothe 
Chinese War Production Board to 
finance essential production. The 
urgent need for additional work- 
ing capital in many Chinese indus- 
tries also made it necessary that 
China's Government banks reduce 
interest rates for war production 
to a point where management 
would once more find it possible 
to borrow capital and borrow it 
quickly. With the approval of the 
Generalissimo I put the issue be- 
fore the newly appointed Minister 
of Finance and participated in ne- 
gotiations among the Chinese War 
Production Board, the Ministry of 
Finance and the four Government 
banks. The bankers agreed to re- 
duce interest rates on loans for 
war-production purposes to less 
than half the previous customary 
rate. The time necessary to ne- 
gotiate a loan has been reduced 
from four or five months to a few 
days. Complicated red tape in 
granting and servicing loans has 
been sharply cut. 

“—S Additional transportation fa- 
cilities have been allocated to 
China, 


Changes in Leaders. 


“6. Shifts were made in the Chi- 
nese Cabinet with a view to 
strengthening the war effort. On 
Nov. 27, the Generalissimo an- 
nounced a number of important 
Cabinet changes. Following on 
the heels of the Cabinet reorgani- 
zation, and closely related to it, 
came important changes in the 
Chinese system of military supply 
and far closer co-operation be- 
tween the Chinese and American 
high commands. Conversations be- 
tween the national Government 
and Communist leaders looking 
toward war co-operation were also 
benefited. 


“7 Moves have been made to 
bolstur Chinese civilian morale. 
The establishment of the Chinese 
War Production Board and the 
arrival of the technical mission 
had an immediate effect on the 
morale of the Chinese civilian. 
These were the first constructive 
economic achievements which the 
country had seen for a long while. 
During November, I discussed the 
morale problem with the General- 
issimo, and he states that he 
would personally assume responsi- 
bility for strengthening morale. 
With the same purpose, I accepted 
an invitation to address the prae- 
sidium and resident members of 
the People’s Political Counsel in 


require- 


_Chungking—China’s nearest ap- 


proach to a representative legisla- 
tive body. Taking the need for 
co-operation within China ag my 
theme, I also talked before the 
China-American Institute of Cul- 
tural Relations, as well as to lead- 
ers of Chinese industry and 
finance. Before I left Chungking, 
I attended a joint meeting of the 
Chinese War Production Board, 
the Ministry of Information, and 
the American OWI, to discuss the 
possibility of réaching Chinese 
workers with inspirational and 
educational material. A cabled 
report from Chungking states that 
such material is beginning to be 
actively used in factories, 


Economic Advances. 


“In addition to the improve- 
ment in the military situation, we 
can look for far-reaching gains on 
the economic front, as a result of 
action taken this autumn in China. 
The 1945 schedule of the Chinese 
WPB for production of key items 
is double the program previously 
prepared by China's ordnance de- 
partment, and increased produc. 
tion rates will be felt within the 
next few weeks on the fighting 
fronts of China. Schedules for 
production of alcohol used entirely 
as liquid fuel are similarly double 


the rates planned prior to the ar-| 


rival of our mission. By spring of 
1945, I expect the rate of China’s 
total war production should be at 
least double the November rate. 
“The expected opening of the 
Ledo-Burma road in February and 
the opening of the Calcutta-Kun- 
ming pipeline—which will be the 
longest in the world—will greatly 
strengthen the supply situation. 
(Editor’s note: The Ledo-Burma 
road already has been opened.) 


Improving Morale. 


“Increased and co-ordinated pro- 
duction, plus improved transporta- 
tion, will make itself felt in an 
accession ot strength to the entire 
Chinese economy. Better distri- 
bution of regional and local pro- 
duction, and iess scarcity of man- 
ufactured products will be forces 
operating to check the inflation. 
Over a period of time, technologi- 
cal improvement in an expanding 
economy will mean greater pro- 
ductivity of industrial workers, 
higher real wage levels, larger 
purchasing power and tax returns, 
and more Government funds with 
which to tackle urgent problems 
such as increasing per capita agri- 
cultural output in China. 

“The feeling that China’s econ- 
omy is being strengthened and 
that the country’s productive abil- 
ity is growing will do more than 
any amount of propaganda to 
raise the morale of the Chinese 
people and hearten them for a 
sustained and intensified war ef- 
fort. Growing confidence in the 
national future will make for 
greater governmental’ effective- 
ness and stability, as will experi- 
ence gained in war production 
planning, which is teaching the 
advantages and techniques of co- 
operation, 


Postwar Opportunity. 


“The Government should also 
benefit from its closer relations 
with industry. At the same time, 
the heightened status of Chinese 
industry under the War Produc- 
tion Board will tend to exert a 
liberalizing influence. Under that 
influence, there is more likelihood 
that moderate elements in Kuo- 
mintang will continue to gain 
power, adding to the chances of 
genuine co-operation between the 
national government and the 
Communists. Such co-operation, 
if attainable, will be of historical 
importance both in speeding the 
progress of the war and “in 
strengthening the bases of the 
peace. : 

“The success of China’s venture 
in planned war _ production, if 
properly followed up through 
American government and busi- 
ness channels, will make for close 
postwar economic relations be- 
tween China and® the United 
States. China has the capacity 
and the desire to develop herself 
industrially with American aid, 
If that aid ig realistically planned, 
and if financial arrangements are 
put on a sound business basis, 
China should soon after the war 
begin to replace Japan as the 
leading industrial nation of the 
Orient. In that event, a market 
of enormous size should pro- 
gressively open up for American 
export industries. I believe, too 
that with American guidance. 
China’s development can be turned 
into peaceful and democratic 
channels, eliminating much of the 
fear of war which has for so long 
shaped political attitudes in the 
Orient and South Pacific.”

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LEND-LEASE TOOLS 
BOUGHT BY BRITISH 


All American-Made Machine 
Tools in United Kingdom 
Solid for $31,500,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP).— 
About 58,000 American-made ma- 
chine tools, which were delivered 
to the United Kingdom under 
lend-lease, have been sold to the 
British government for $31,500,000. 

This was disclosed last night by 
Leo T. Crowley, Foreign Economic 
Administrator, who said the Unit- 
ed Kingdom now has bought all 
American-made machine tools in 
its possession, Crowley placed the 
original cost to this country of 
the lend-lease tools at 166 million 
dollars, but said this included 
shipments which were lost by 
enemy action while on the way to 
England or thereafter, and tools 
that will be of relatively small 
value to the British for postwar 
use. 

“The amount paid by the British 
is based on depreciation due to 
the intensive use of the tools un- 
der wartime conditions and repre- 
sents an agreed estimate of the 
value they will have after they are 
no longer required for the war ef- 
fort,” Crowley said. 

He added that the transaction 
“is not to be regarded as a prece- 
dent for the disposition of other 
Jend-lease property or as in any 
way prejudicing whatever lend- 
lease settlements may be made.” 

Crowley said the transaction 
was concluded after it had been 
learned there was no need for the 
tools in this country at this time. 

The British have agreed to make 
available to the United States on 
loan, without cost, such tools as

PROVIDES DRINKING 
WATER AT SEA 


U. S. Orders Plastic Envelope 
Device That Makes Use of 
of Sun’s Heat. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (AP).— 
The Gallowhur Chemical Corpo- 
ration announced yesterday the 
Army Air Forces and the Navy 
have placed orders with it for a 
pocket-size solar still of new 
type, which the company said was 
capable of supplying fresh water 
indefinitely to flyers forced down 
in tropical seas. 

The device, known as the Sun- 
still, was described as a _ vinyl 
plastic envelope which converts 
sea water into fresh water 
through an evaporation and dis- 
tillation process in which the heat 
of the sun figures. 

The company said a black cel- 
lulose sponge, stretched across the 
middle of the envelope, when in- 
flated and floating beside a life 
craft, soaks up sea water and ab- 
sorbs the sun’s heat. Conversion 
into fresh water follows without 
the use of moving parts.

6 6 Hees COME THE WAVES” at the FOX, is, for those 
who are mad about Betty Hutton (and is there anybody 
who isn’t at least a little bit unhinged on the subject of 

this most musical of all buzz saws’), the perfect picture, 

The picture is perfect in this sense because 
it presents not one, but two, Huttons, For those 
fans who like their Huttons hot and as per 
usual, there’s the blonde and as per usual Betty. 
For those who like them cold (can you imagine 
Hutton cold?) there’s the brunette. Betty, in 
other words, by a little help from wigs and trick 
photography, becomes twins in this one, She 
makes a charming sisters, if you'll pardon the 
grammar. 

For those who like Bing Crosby, the picture is also perfect. 
In it, the melancholy-looking gentleman with the twinkle in the 
corner of his mouth and the organ croon, plays himself and 
also does a takeoff on Frank Sinatra that has an audience of 
bobbysoxers on the screen screaming, swooning, and carrying 
on in a style that’s hilarious. 

With Sonny Tufts, who reveals new facets of flair for 
comedy in this one, Bing does a blackface number, “Accentuate 
the Positive,” which, in itself, is worth the price of admission. 

The story, as is usual with musicals and with comedies, is 
not the picture’s strongest point. It concerns the rivalry of 
Crosby and Tufts for one of Betty’s two pairs of hands. Every- 
thing works out well in the end, of course, with each of the 
heroes the winner of a Betty Hutton, including the Hutton 
neither of them wanted. The one Tufts got was the Hutton who 
swoons every time Crosby sings. 

Mixed up with the plot and the specialty numbers is an

Chopin, Poland, and George Sand 


Every man of genius is a citizen, let’s say, of two worlds: 
The world of his creative fancy and the world of all the reali- 
ties in which he moves and has his physical being. How 

separate or interwoven these two worlds are is 
determined by a good many not-always-too-clear 
factors. Just how much of a citizen of either 
or both worlds he should or can be is also a 
question the answers to which are many, con- 
troversial, and only seldom conclusive. 

In “A SONG TO REMEMBER,” which 
opened yesterday at LOEW'S, the man of genius 
under examination is the pianist and composer, 
Chopin. His world of fancy was made up of 

all the music pages that had been written before him, and all 
the pages of music he was to add to those pages. His real 
world was made up of Poland and France—the Poland which 
was being held in captivity by the then Russian Empire, and 
the France which gave Chopin a stage on which to walk in the 
silk tights of applause and approval. 

It is a genuine and unexpected pleasure to find it possible 
to report that the theme has been developed in the picture with 
fine simplicity, Clarity, and cohesion. 

Cornel Wilde, as Chopin, does a magnificent job in his 
screen debut, showing a Chopin who was weak and pliable, 
easily led, in his private life, and yet, beneath personal] char- 
acter, consumed by the twin passions of Poland’s independence 
and music. The picture opens with his coming to Paris, and 
ends with his death there. . 

Merle Oberon as George Sand, the masculine and strong 
woman of letters and the unconfined private life, was as mag- 
nificent, and rose to great heights of dramatic fury in one 
scene in which she asserts her right to damn the world for her 
own genius's sake. 

George Coulouris contributed a fing bit as Chopin's pub- 
lisher. Nina Foch, as a Polish girl who comes from embattled 
Warsaw to Paris to awaken Chopin's sleeping conscience, is 
effective and properly harsh. The one major flaw was Paul 
Muni as Chopin’s music teacher, Playing the part with more 
ham than insight, Muni submerged the picture to himself 
instead of himself to the picture. The title, too, seems unfor- 
tunate, seeming too casual and soft for the strong total) effect, 
but that, of course, is a matter of opinion. “A Song to Remem- 
ber” was directed by Charles Vidor, and is in the handsomest 


of Technicolor. 


Dunne and Boyer Go Mad, Mad

If leftovers are 
stored carefully, and do not 
dry out or absorb other food fla- 
vors and odors, they may be com- 


- bined with other freshly cooked 


food in ways that will bring the 
cook much epraise. Today's hot 
salad utilizes commendably yes- 
terday’s leftover fish. And with 
a flavorful dressing and a color- 
ful garnish it combines with mac- 
aroni to make a tempting and 
hearty main dish, Here is an ap- 
petizing macaroni and fish salad: 

Three tablespoons shortening, 
one-fourth cup minced onion, one 
tablespoon flour, one-fourth cup 


vinegar, one-fourth cup water, 
one-half teaspoon salt, dash of 
pepper, one-half teaspoon sugar, 
one-half teaspoon mustard, three 
tablespoons picallili, two cups 
cooked drained macaroni (7 oz. 
pkg.), three cups leftover fish, 
boned .and flaked. 

Heat shortening, add onion and 
saute until soft and very light 
brown. Blend in flour, add liquid 
and stir until the mixture boils 
and thickens. Add salt, pepper, 
sugar and mustard; stir to blend. 
Toss together lightly the picallili, 
cooked macaroni and the boned, 
flaked fish. Add hot vinegar 
dressing and mix lightly. Serve 
at once. Serves four to five. 


BREAKFAST: Tomato juice, 
cornmeal mush and pork sausages. 
LUNCHEON: Macaroni and fish 
salad, radishes and pickles, crusty 
rolls, and raspberry gelatine with 
top milk, 


DINNER: Liver Florentine, po- 
tatoes boiled in the jackets, fried 
eggplant, grated raw beet salad, 
bread, and chocolate cup cakes. 


Liver Florentine. 


Liver Florentine is a dish that 
should go quite a way toward 
building up liver with your family, 
which is a prerequisite to building 
them up with liver. Remove skin 
and tubes from three-fourths 
pound beef or pork liver. Drop 
into boiling water and simmer 
gently for two or three minutes, 
until no longer pink. Drain 
thoroughly and chop fine in chop- 
ping bowl, or put. through meat 
chopper, coarse blade. Saute one 
clove finely cut garlic in one 
tablespoon shortening in a large 
skillet, for two or three minutes, 
then add liver. Add one and one- 
half cups canned tomatoes which 
have been rubbed through a sieve, 
and 1 cup hot water, one bouillon 
cube, one-third cup tomato catsup, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt and 
dash red pepper. Bring mixture 
to boiling point and simmer for 
five minutes. Serves four. 


Here are some budget hints for 
saving butter or margarine. Add 
to vegetables after they are in the 
serving dish, then none is wasted 
in the cooking pan. When using 
for spreads, have the butter or 
margarine at room temperature, 
it is not only more economical, but 
easier used. Mix honey, mayon- 
naise, peanut butter, etc, with 
butter or margarine for sand- 
wiches. Butter warm rolls in the 
kitchen before bringing to the 
table, then serve with jelly, honey, 
etc., the rich butter flavor will 
still be there and no one Will feel 
the need of skimping on the 
spread, — 


Oatmeal Toffee 


Two cups rolled oats, one-third 
cup melted butter or margarine, 
one-half cup brown sugar, one- 
fourth cup dark corn syrup, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one and one- 
half teaspoons vanilla, one cup 
semi-sweet chocolate chips, one- 
fourth cup finely chopped nuts. 

Stir oats into the butter; add 
sugar, syrup, salt and vanilla and 
pour into a _ greased eight-inch 
square pan and bake in a 450 de- 
gree Fahr. oven for about 12 
minutes, until golden brown, Turn 
off heat, remove ‘from oven, 
sprinkle on the chocolate chips. 
Return to hot oven for about two 
minutes, until chocolate is melted. 
Remove from oven and spread 
over candy and sprinkle with nuts. 
Allow to cool, then cut into 
squares.

The Function 


Of Lumps on 
Child's Neck

VERY mother knows, if she 
E has been at the job of mother- 

ing long, certainly.every teach- 
er knows, how common is the oc- 
currence of little lumps in the 
neck of children, They are vari- 
ously called kernels, glands, nodes, 
acorns, knots or nodules, depend- 
ing upon what part of the country 
you are in, or how precise the 
doctors you talk to about them 
wish to be, 

Strictly speaking they are 
nodes, not glands, because glands 
secrete something and these do 
not. They are nodes which are 
stops or way stations in the lym- 
phatic system, which is the acces- 
sory circulatory system of the 
body, carrying the fluid lymph to 
all parts. When you cut yourself 
and after the bleeding stops, a 
clear fluid oozes from the cut. 
That clear fluid is lymph coming, 
not from the blood vessels, but 
from the tissue spaces. 


The lymphatic system is a queer 
kind of circulation because it has 
no such thing as a heart—an en- 
gine to pump the fluid around. 
And half the time the lymph is 
not confined to any definite walls, 
such as ‘the arteries, veins and 
capillaries, which hold the blood. 
Nor are its functions entirely un- 
derstood. The only nutrient it car- 
ries is when the lymph vessels in 
the intestines take up fat after a 
heavy meal and they carry that 
to the large blood vessels in the 
chest.

THE MAIN FUNCTION of the 
lymph seems to be to carry im- 
mune bodies and scavenger cells 
to fight infection and keep the 
tissues clear of germs and inflam- 
mation, 

That is why the kernels, or 
nodes, arise in the neck. They 
are sort of stations along the 
route of the lymphatic vessels and 
when the traffic gets jammed and 
the line is filled with germs these 
stations swell up and proceed to 
kill off the unwelcome invaders on 
the spot. 

The reason they enlarge in the 
neck most often is on account of 
the enormous number of possibili- 
ties of infection in the scalp and 
head region which this particular 
part of the lymphatic system 
drains. If a child gets lice in the 
scalp or any infection, the nodes 
under the angle of the jaw swell 
up. The same nodes drain infec- 
tion from the middle ear, If a 
tooth becomes abscessed, the nodes 
under the jaw bone enlarge, and 
if a mouth or lower lip infection 
occurs the nodes just under the 
point of the jaw swell. The tonsils 
drain into the deeper nodes along 
the large muscles going crosswise 
from the skull to the breast bone 
—the sterno-mastoids. 
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THE ONLY OTHER PLACES 
on the body where lymph nodes 
swell up en masse is in the arm- 
pits, from any finger or arm in- 
fection, and in the groin from in- 
fection in the feet and legs, 

The treatment of these condl- 
tions is to eliminate the original 
site of infection -— delouse the 
scalp, pull the tooth, remove the 
tonsils, etc. After that the swollen 
lymph nodes rapidly go down to 
normal size. Hot applications in 
the meantime help, but don’t rub 
liniment on them too hard—not on 
account of the liniment, but the 
rubbing. Sometimes the infection 
is tuberculous—it used to be called 
scrofula—and in that case the 
nodes will often require to be re- 
moved surgically, but this condi- 
tion is not nearly as common as it 
was in times past. 

Sometimes, also, an infected 
lymph node breaks down and be- 
comes full of pus and has to be 
drained, but this is also a minor 
matter. 

Such swellings are not entirely 
confined to children, of course. 
Adults may have the same infec- 
tions. But in adults the condition 
is likely to betoken something 
more serious,

John Burgess, Oldest Street Car 
Operator in Point of Service in 
St. Louis, Likes Job of Hauling 
150 Children to School Each Day

OHN W. BURGESS is a man 

who knows what he likes, and 

when he finds it, sticks to it. 
He has had the same job for al- 
most 49 years, the same wife for 
40 years and the same house for 
30. He’s the oldest street car op- 
erator in point of service in St, 
Louis, and he’s not thinking about 
retiring. He says, “Folks often 
ask me, ‘Don’t you get tired of 
driving that street car all the 
time?’ I always tell them—‘Well, 
I don’t get tired of eating, and 
this is as good a way as any to 
keep groceries in the house.’” 


For the past 11 years, Burgess 
has had the Clayton run, from 
Skinker road to the Ladue police 
and fire station. As conductor 
and operator of the Clayton 04, 
running on the hour, Burgess has 
had the job of transporting about 
150 school kids to class every 
morning. They all call him 
“John,” and although he doesn’t 
know them each by name, they 
are all his friends. “If I see them 
running to catch the ‘dinky,’ I 
always wait for them—I hate to 
see ‘em late for school,” he says. 
Burgess started at his present 
job May 26, 1896. “I remember 
the date because the day after, a 
big cyclone struck St. Louis, It 
didn’t strike my run (the old 
Hodiamont), but it did a lot of 
damage in South St. Louis. In 
those days all cars had two men 
on them—one to take fares at the 
back, another at the front to op- 
erate. I started right-out as an 
operator, and have never 
changed. 


“The old Hodiamont line was a 
lot different, back in 1896, as you 
can imagine: We didn’t have the 
traffic to contend with that you 
have today, although we had to 
stop for balky horses sometimes, 
Everything west of Taylor was 
pasture land, and at the end of 
the line were the old Suburban 
Gardens—a sort of amusement 
park and summer resort. I used 
to haul many of the entertainers 
from the old West End Hotel (on 
Vandeventer at the west end of 
Vandeventer Place) out to the 
Gardens and back. Marie Dressler 
was one you'd know that was a 
favorite entertainer out there. 


“Vandeventer Place was the

fashionable residential district in 
those days, and I used to know 
by sight all the gentlemen who 
lived there. Now, ever so often, 
an old gentlemen who looks to me 
older than I am, comes up to me 
and says, ‘You used to haul me 
when I was a little boy.’ It makes 
me wonder how old I look.” 


“In those days, the trolleys had 
no front window panés, and as we 


rode along in the winter, the rain 
or snow blew right in on our faces. 
After a few years, the company 
put in panes across the front of 
the trolley, but left the sides open‘ 
Finally, they put windows in on 
one side, but left the side where 
people entered open. We used to 
have a lot of trouble, too, with 
broken axles. I never had one, 
but I did have a chipped flange 
once which threw the car off the 
tracks. I sailed right out of the 
open door into the pasture where 
Soldan High stands now. Some 
of the passengers got knocked on 
top of the seats—but nobody was 
seriously injured,” 

For the past 25 years Burgess 
has never lost a day from work— 
and has never been late. “I have 
very good health,” he says modest- 
ly. “Probably because my wife 
is such a good cook, 


“After 25 years on the old 


Hodiamont line,” he related to us 
one day recently as we bumped 


out on '04 to the Ladue fire sta- 
tion and back, “I was transferred 
to the Florissant line. I hauled 
Country Day boys out there for 
10 years, I always get along fine 
with kids, and I liked that run. 
Then I took the Creve Coeur line 
for a couple of years, and then 
came the Clayton dinky. I be 
lieve I like this best of all. 

“IT get along fine with kids be- 
cause they know they can’t make 
me mad, Once you let a: young- 
ster get your goat, they'll never 
let up. Of course, I know some 
of the operators object to the 
noise and horse play some of the 
kids put on, but frankly, I enjoy 
them, I miss them a good deal 
in the summer. In the 11 years 
I've been on thig run, I’ve seen 
kids grow up, go away to college, 
come back, and marry. Now a 
lot of them have kids of their 
own.” 

Burgess thinks people are more 
pleasant and sympathetic pas- 
sengers today than they were 40 
years ago. “I think it’s partly be- 
cause the working man today has 
a recognized place in society— 
which he didn’t have when I 
started working. Even now, with 
gas rationing making more peo- 
ple ride the street cars all the 
time, passengers are always polite 
to me, and considerate in every 
way. Of course, I never go look-

Some readers may be critical of 
West for reopening the bidding 
and thereby giving the opponents 
the chance to go to game. True, 
in this particular case his action 
could have had an unhappy result. 
The fact remains, however, that 
in the average deal it is losing 
tactics to let the opponent buy the 
contract at one-odd. 

West opened the heart king, 
cashed the heart ace, and then 
shifted to the club jack. Dum- 
my’s king won, and after a little 
study, eclarer led the spade 
eight. East, without batting an 
eye and certainly without any 
give-away hesitation, played the 
spade queen. Declarer won with 
the king, and after darting two 
or three suspicious glances at his 
right-hand opponent, proceeded to 
fall for the hoax with a loud bang. 
In other words, believing that 
West now had three spades to the 
ten, declarer led from his own 
hand and put in dummy’s nine 
spot. East, of course, swooped 
down, and later declarer had to 
concede a club trick, for defeat.
